Jealous Because Dr. Stuart

Pittsburg, Pa., August 1,—Dr. 
George Murray Stuart, “one of the 
most prominent young physicians of 
the fashionable East Liberty district, 
was found shot dead in his apartments 
at 5604 Pennsylvania avenue at ili 
o’clock tonight. and beside him lay the 
body of Edna Wallace. A shot through 
her right temple was apparently self- 
inflicted after she had shot and killed 
the doctor. A revolver lying by the 
woman's side strengthens the police 
in this theory. 

The double killing comes almost on 
the even of Dr. Stuart’s marriage to 
a Virginia belle. The Wallace woman 
is proprietress or a house at 222 Lam- 
bert street, and the police believe that 
jealousy of the doctor’s coming mar- 
riage prompted the double tragedy. 
The woman’s body was. removed to 
the morgue and that of the young phy- 
sicilan was turned over to an under- 
taker. 

Both bodies were found in bed. The 
police believed the shooting occurred 
late last night or early this morn- 
ing. 

Dr. Stuart was a graduate of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, of 
Baltimore. He was only 27 years old, 
and although in practice here only 
three years, he had become well 
known in the East Liberty. section, 
having succeeded to a large practice 
held by his uncle, Dr. E. C. Stuart. He 
is said to have come from a prominent 
family at Winchester, Va.

Two'of Durham’s Vic- 
tims Were His Wife 
and Child. 


San Diego, Cal, August 1.—Shooting 
himself through the head after killing 
three persons, including his wife and 
children, mortally wounding a fourth 
and seriously wounding a fifth, Bert 8. 
Durham, a discharged employee of the 
‘ocal fire department, teday ended .the 
hunt for him. His death was almost 
instantaneous. ; 

Durham nursed a grudge against 
Captain Sampsell, of the fire depart- 
ment, under whom he had formerly 
worked as engine driver. 

Durham this mornine sent in a false 
aiarm from the outskirts of the city, 
and when Captain Sampsell and the 
engine crew drove up, he opened Gre 
upon his former”  work-mates with a 
rvolver. 

At the first shot Fireman Don Grant 

fell from his seat dead, with a bullet 
in the head. At.the second shot Hose- 
man Guy Biliott pitched to the ground 
with a bullet through the stomach. 
Durham then leveled his relover at 
Gampsell and fired twice, both bullets 
riercing Sampsell’s lungs. 
Durham eluded his purses and 
reached home. After siaying his 
family, the madman ran out and while 
being pursued, killed himself. 
During his service in the department, 
which terminated several months .ago, 
he had a reputation for being quarel- 
some. Firemen with whom he worked 
thought him insane.

September 1, 1910, will be in the treas- 


ury $20,871. 

There still remains to be paid this 
year for the maintenance of the schools 
the sum of $1,807,883. A large part of 
this money has not yet been earned, 
but the whole of it will be due and 
payable by January 1 next, or as soon 
thereafter as the vouchers are pre- 
sented. There is a balance due on the 
school fund of 1909 amounting to $12,- 
144. 

On July 15 there was in the state 
treasury an available cash balance of 
$186,666, @ut this money has largely 
been disbursed in caring for the vari- 
ous state institutions and in paying 
the expense ofthe legislative session. 
The bulk of the state’ revenue does 
not. come in until December, hence the 
governor will be compelled to resort to 
his constitutional right to borrow 
$200,000 to meet current expenses. 

If the school fund past due since last 
year should be called for before Sep- 
tember 1 the treasury bajance esti- 
mated by Treasurer Brown would be 
reduced to $8,726. 

In concluding ae letter of transmit- 
tal, Governor Brawn says: 

‘T submit the foregoing figures thgt 
you may have them in mind in making 
extra appropriations which may fall 
due within the next two or three 


months.”

Defuniak Springs, Fla, August ‘1.— 
(Special.)—Yesterday afternoon it was 
learped that another negro was indi- 
rectly implicated in the assault and 
murder of Bessie Morrison, for which 
the three negroes were shot to death 
Saturday night, and after a hunt, which 
lasted until late this afternoon, he was 
captured and report says was shot. 

Telephone wires are still down. but 
the report says this negro admitted 
that one of the three borrowed a mule 
from him to ride to the scene of the 
assault and he had knowledge that the 
crime was to be committed. 

The community is very much ex- 
cited and it is doubtful if any negroes 
will be allowed to remain in that séc- 
tion. All business is at a standstill 
and further shooting is not unlikely.

New York, August 1.—An explosion 
is promised in the trial of Harvey Wwil- 
lie Corbett, a well-known architect, 


and his associate, John Qualey; a pro- 
moter, both of whom are accused by 
Mrs. W. T. Bull, widow of the eminent 
New York surgeon, of swindling her 
out of $35,000, which she says she gave 
them for investment in a magnesia 
company. 

While arguments were being heard 
today on a writ of habeas corpus, 
Qualey jumped up and ‘called to 
Charles L. Craig, cqunsel for Mrs. Bull, 
“Craig, why don’t you tell the whole 
thing? It'll all come out soon, and it’s 
going to be a big scandal.” 

“Tell anything you want to,” retorted 
Mr. Craig. s 

John F. McIntyre. counsel for the 
defendants, asserted today that both 
his clients were innocent and honor- 
able men, and that there was $10,000,- | 
000 worth of business on Corbett’s 
desk now awaiting his attention. 

Mrs. Bull is equally sure of her case 
and was insistent today on pushing it 
forward. 

There was no decision today on the 
application for a4 writ of habeas corpus, 
but counsel for Mrs. Bul) said if it was 
granted a wé@rrant sworn out today in 
the New York courts charging grand 
larceny under false pretense would im- 
mediately be served.

MILLERS MUST STOP 
BLEACHING FLOUR 


Washington, August 1.—Millers must | 
stop bleaching flour, pending adjudica- 
tion by the higher courts, or §sTand 
criminal prosecution for each shipment 
made in interstate commerce, accord- 
ing to a decision reached here today at 
a conference between officials of the 
departments of agriculture and justice. 

At the conference were Acting At- 
torney General Fowler and Solicitor 
McCabe, of the department of agricul- 
ture, the latter representing Secretary 
Wilson. It was decided that the in- 
spectors of the bureau of chemistry 
should be instructed to procure sam- 
ples of bleached flour shipped in inter- 
state by millers and jobbers since the 
date of the decision in the Kansas Cfty 
case, with a wave to criminal prosecu- 
tion of those responsible for the ship- 
ment. 

The government holds that, 
much as a jury has decided that 
bleached flour is adulterated, durin 
the pendency of the appeal, and unti 
judgment is made by a higher court, 
bleached flour must not be sent in in-:+ 
terstate commerce.

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Kentucky Editor Says Car- 
lisle Will Be Remember- 
ed as Great Lawyer. 


Louisville, Ky. August 1,—Hon. 
Henry Watterson was much affected 
when informed of the death of his life- 
long friend and comrade, John G. Car- 
lisle. Mr. Watterson will probably at- 


tend the burial services in Covington, 
Ky. Mr. Watterson knew Mr. Cariisie 
better, perhaps, than any man in the 
country’ and when asked for an esti- 
mate, political ang personal, of the 
former secretary, said: 


His Leadership Intellectual. 


“Mr. Carlisle’s leadership was wholly 
intellectual. In power of statement he 
stood unsurpassed by any of his con- 
temporaries. In his handling of the 
multifarious business of the lower 
house of congress, to the speakership 
of which he was three times elected 
and over which he for six years pre- 
sided, he achieved signal distinction. 
The rulings of no speaker wil] better 
stand the test of parliamentary scru- 
tiny. His make-up of. the committees 
displayed unexpected knowledge of the 
character and capabilities of men. 

Upon one side of his family Mr. 
Carlisle ot gg from New Bngland 
stock, which showed itself in his ap- 
pearance, his manners and his cast of 
mind. He might have been mistaken 
for a Yale or Harvard professor. He 
was never in his personality what is 
understood as a typical Kentuckian. 
He possessed none of the arts of s@f- 
seeking and persuasion deemed essen- 
tial to success in the public life of the 
south and southwest. 


Carlisle and Cleveland. 


“It ds Speen OY agreed by Mr. Car- 
lisie’s nearest friends that his accept- 
ance of the treasury portfolio in Mr. 
Cleveland’s administration was the 
mistake of his Hfe. He was not pre- 
eminently suited to that particular 


post. | 

“If Mr. Carlisle had left the cabinet 
rather than. consent to the private 
bond wales of 1895, his political fu- 
ture might have been assureg. He 
went down with Mr. Cleveland because 
Mr. Cleveland’s domination of those 
about him was supreme. ) 

“Mr. Carlisle will be chiefly remem- 
bered as a great lawyer. Here his 
transcendent abilities were never gain- 
said. Mr. Cleveland wanted to make 
him chief justice of the supreme court 
in 1888 and would have done wo but 
for violent opposition on the demo- 
cratic side of the judiciary committee, 
threatening to defemt confirmation. No 
lawyer of modern times appeared be- 
fore that tribunal who commanded the 
weight and attention that he did, re- 
calling the solitary instance in past 
times of Daniel Webster.’’

$80,000 to Be Spent 
Once—Moti¥e Power 
Increased.

Macon, Ga., August 1.—(Special.)— 


Very extensive improvements are now 


being made by the Georgia Southern , 


and Florida Railway Company in the 
way of laying hew passing tracks and 
lengthening old ones and constructing 
modern water stations with stand pipes 
‘along the .line between Macon and 
Jacksonville, 


the track work and $45,300 for the ad- 
ditional water facilities. As a result 


the train passing and water facilities’ 


will be doubled, states Vice President 
J. B. Munson. : 

These improvements: are being made 
to take care of the very heavy traffic 
which has developed along the Georgia 
Southern and Florida, and to enable 
this company to get the full benefit of 
the great increase in its motive power 
when the last of its order of twenty- 
one magnificent locomotives are deliv- 
ered to it. Four of these engines were 
put in service six months ago, two 
more in July, and the remaining fifteen 
will be given to the road in Septem- 
ber. Of these. locamotives, two are for 
switch service, six for passenger, and 
thirteen for freight. 

The Georgia Southern and Florida is 
also installing three new turn tables 
of large capacity, will have a new ter- 
minal yard and new shop yard at Val- 
dosta and is contemplating the erec- 
tion of repair shops at> Valdosta. It 
has recently added 205 steel under- 
frame box cars of 60,000 pounds ca- 
pacity to its rolling stock, and will 
soon receive 100 all steel flat cars of 
80,000 pounds capacity. 

The company is also beginning the 
laying of heavier rail.

-Cinity of the magazine,*and in 


Deputy Mitchell Answers

if Troops Had Not Been Sent.

Deputy Sheriff John Mitchell, of 
Walker county, at whose request 
troops were sent to the Durham mines 
by Governor Brown to prevent vio- 
lence being done by a body of Italian 
miners, has written The Constitution 
the following card relative to some 
charges and statements made concern- 
ing his action, y: 

Editor Constitution: I have read the 
incorrect statements in The Atlanta 
Journal in regard to the reasons for 
the troops being sent to Durham mines 
and also have read the report of the 
committee of the Federation of Trades, 
all of which have done me an injus- 
tice, due entirely, I am sure, to their 
lack of correct information as to cer- 
tain facts in the case which- have not 
been clearly brought out heretofore. 
and which I will*give below and trust 
that you will do me the favor to give 
this letter space in your paper. 

Threats to Use Dynamite. 

Iam a working man myself and my 
sympathies are with the working peo- 
p.6. On May 25 the Italians who were 
Operating the No. 3 mine were very 
riotous in their conduct. They were 
threatening to dynamite No. 3 mine, 
and also threatened to blow .up the 
magazine at No. 4 mine, about 3 miles 
distant and operated entirely my na- 
tive miners, whose dwelling houses 
were situated in the immediate vi- 
the 
event they carried out their threats it 
would have meant the death and de- 
struction of 
ing miners and their families, as the 
magazine contained hundreds of kegs 
of powder and cases of dynamite. 

The native miners at No.'4 mine were 
s0 terrified from the threats of these 
Italians that some of them took their 
families out of their houses and went 
back into the mountains, remaining 
there until after the Italians left the 
property of the Lookout’ Mountain 
Coal and Coke Company. They then 
returned to their homes and resumed 
their work in No. 4 mine. Being en- 
tirely alone, I realized that I could not 
cope,with the situation and tried to 
get Sheriff Garmany at LaFayette, 35 
miles from the mines, over telephone. 
I could get no connection. I then tried 
to get the office of the Lookout Coal 
and Coke Company in Chattanooga, 
which is about 15 miles from the 
mines. I could get no connection, the 
‘phone being out of order. I went to 
Chattanooga, the nearedt point from 
which I could telephone Sheriff Gar- 
many. . 

Learned Sheriff Was Sick. 

Upon my arrival I went immediate-: 
ly to ‘the office of the coal company 
and there found Col. James W. Eng- 
lish, Jr. I stated to him fully my ex- 
perience and the conditions existing 
at the mine. Colone] English com- 
Mmunicated with Sheriff Garmany, 
through Colonel Jackson at LaFayette, 
at my request, asking him to visit the 
mines the next morning and that I[ 
would accompany him. Colonel Jack- 
Son stated later, about 8 o'clock Pp. 
m., Over the telephone from LaFay- 
ette, that he had seen Sheriff Gar- 
many and stated the situation to him 
and that the sheriff haq siated that he 
was ill ang did not think he would be 
well enough to visit the mines on 
the follawing morning. Upon receipt 
of this information Colonel English 
offered to go to the mines with me 
the following morning.

lieve would have undoubtedly been the 
resuit but for the prompt action of 
Govergor Brown. My conscience is 
clear; I feel that I have done my duty 
and believe that every just thinking 
citizen, when he knows the facts, wil] 
feel that I pursued the proper course 
and that Governor Brown did his. dtuy 
in sending troops there to protet our 
native people against those vicious, ir- 
responsible, riotous Italians, who were 
threatening their lives.

Dr. Jacobs showed that the kernels of the fruit, properly treated, 
were used the world over by confectioners as a substitute for 
almonds. The oil of the kernels, easily extracted, brings a high

it in barrel lots. 

The Georgia peaches that were deemed unfit for larger markets 
or for canning purposes, Dr. Jacobs declared, were still sufficiently 
marketable to bring profitable figures, if handled properly. The 
European agriculturist and horticulturist, the Frenchman especially, 
get every penny’s worth of profit from the products of their soil, 
orchards and vineyards. : 

Had Frenchmen, for instance, been inhabiting the peach 
belt of Georgia they would have quickly formed a _ cooperative 
concern: for extracting oil from kernels, and for roasting the latter 
for use in the manufacture of candy. | 

There is no reason why the growers of Georgia should not do 
the same thing. : 

And this luscious fruit furnishes simply an instance. Hardly 
an agricultural or horticultural item raised in Georgia but. furnishes 
by-products subject to endless intensive development for commercial 
uses. 

In a day when utilization reaches that practical extremity where 
packers bottle everything save the “pig’s squeal,” the inadvertent 
neglect of the Georgia orchardists and producers is wasteful and 
extravagant. ,

Showing Georgia's national] status

“Out of seven states which have no 
compulsory education bill, Georgia is 
oné; and the other six states are all 
in the south—Alabama, Fiorida. South 
Caroli Louisiana, Texas and Missis- 
Bippi. ut pérnhaps Georgia doesn’t 
need a compulsory attendance pbill— 
maybe shé has no illiterates, white or 
k. With the last census figures 
as a basis, here are some illuminating 


facts: 

“First. Out of the four cities in the 
United States where the highest per- 
centage of children of native white 
stock are being allowedg to gfow up 
illiterate, two are Georgia oities. 

“Becond. Judged by the Hitavaay 
in cities, Georgia stands next to the 
lowest state in the union—not next to 
the lowest in illiteracy, but next to the 
highest in illiteracy, andy therefore, 
next to the bottom of the list. | 

“Third. Taking all the white and ne- 
poh children in Georgia from ten to 
ourteen, One out of every five is un- 
able to read and write—this is 67 times 
as high a proportion of illiteracy as 
the children of Nebraska of the same 
ages. 
“Fourth. Twelve per cent of all the 
white men of voting age in Georgia 
have been allowed to grow up illiter- 
ate, and every year more than ten 
thousand young F ge ivory pass beyond the 
school age in orgia totally. illiter- 
ate amd beyond the reach of future 
legislation on educational lines. 

“Let us specify in still narrower 
limits: 

“What is the educational status of 
Lumpkin county? Legislator Baker, 
leading filibusterer against the com- 
pulsory attendafice bill, said Lumpkin 
county had one of the best systems 
of schools in the world, and that 
Lumpkin sent all its children to school. 
Here are the figures on Lumpkin 
county, issued by the state school com- 
missioner of Georgia.in 1908: 

“First. Thirteen per cent of all the 
children of school age in Lumpkin 
county were illiterate. 

“Becond. In 1908 Lumpkin paid its 
county school commissionerg for a 
year’s work the princely sum of $312, 
or nearly $100 less than the average 
negro janitor receives per annum. 

“Third. The twenty-nine ‘schools 
Owned by the county board were 
valued, all combined, at only §5,600. 
(We venture the assertion that the 
Lumpkin county jail cost more than 
its twenty-nine schools.) And of all 
the pupils in attendance, about 1,400, 
se twelve had reached the seventh 
grade. 


” “Fourth. The state comptroller’s re- 


port for 1908 showed that in .1907 
Lumpkin county paid into the state 
treasury $6,191.59 in state taxes for alli 
purposes. As less than one-half the 
total taxes is reéapportioned by the 
state,for educational purposes, Lump- 
kin’'s share would have been only 
$3,000. As a matter of fact, the state 
treasurer paid. to Eumpkin’ county 
$6,541.23 for its schools. or more thar. 
the total amount for taxes for all pur- 
poses paid in by Lumpkin. 

“Fifth. (And you are asked to bear 
this in mind, for we are later coming 
to the crux of this opposition to com- 
pulsory education.) ut of the 196 il- 
literates of a school age in “Lumpkin 
county, all but ten were white! 

‘‘Briefiy, we touch on that other idea! 
educational center— Jefferson ‘county, 
represented by Legislator Hardeman. 

“By the 1908 school census Jefferson 
county’s percentage of illiterates of 
the school age was 19 per cent; the 
county school board owned three 
schools, valued at $250 each, and the 
fifty-three school houses used in the 
county. but not owned by it, were 
valued at.$110 each; the county draws 
nearly $20,000 a year from the state 
treasury for her schools, or about 
twice the proportion sh®@® pays in taxes.

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The house of representaties was in 
a tabling mood yesterday morning and 
tabled every important measure that 
came up for consideration. The house 
was very evidently in the popular hu- 
mor to use the “big stick” on every- 
thing that came before it, and as 
tabling was the most effective and 
least painful method of applying the 
stick, the house therefore tabled. 

The lower branch of the general. as- 
sembly ‘began operations by flatly sit- 
ting dewn on the bill by Mr. Vinson, 
ef Baldwin, providing that the board 
of trustees of the state sanitarium for 
the insane shall be appointed by the 
fovernor as follows: Three for terms of 
two years, three for terms of four 
years and three for terms of six years. 

Mr. Vinson expidined that as at 
present constituted any incoming ,gov- 
ernor has the right every two years 
to change the board of trustees, and 
he deciared that no trustee can become 
familiar with his important duties in 
two years. He thought the terms 
should be extended. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, did not think so, 
and said as much and the house 
promptly tabled the bill. 

Another Bill Tahled. 

The bill amending the eonstitution so 
as td allow the creation of the new 
county of Cleveland, with Sopertsn as 
the eeunty seat, was tabled as soon as 
it was read. 

The third bill to be disposed of by 
the tabling method was the bill by Mr. 
Persons, ef Monroe, amending the oon- 
stitution so that the legislature may 
make appropriatiens to the support of 
eoaunty thigh sehools whenever they 
are established. 

This was a companion bill to the 
bill previously passed authorizing 
counties to levy taxes for establishing 
such sehools. 

Mr. Persons argued that since the 
legislature has authorized counties to 
establish the high schoolg, the legisla- 
ture should assist in maintaining them 
and thus give the children of the coun- 
try the same advantage as have the 
children in the cities. ‘ 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, also opposed this 
bill, declaring that if the state lays 
itself liable to making appropriatious 
to such institutions. the counties will 
depend almost entirely on the state 


for their maintenance and that the 
legislature will be swamped with resoe- 
lutions making such appropriations. He 
moved to table the bill and the motion 
carried. 

Wen't Increase Berrowing Power. 

The house landed on the bill by Mr. 
Edwards, of Monroe, providing that 
the governor’s berrowing power shall 
be increased from $200,000 to $600,000. 
In support of his bill Mr. Edwards de- 
clared that the measure should be 
passed in arder that the school teachers 
of the state may be pal. 

“Why, we've already \got one Dill 
just like this one on the table,” de- 
clared Mr. Hall, and continuing in his 
capacity of official tabler. he moved 
that this measure be sent to keep com- 
pany with ita predecessor. 

It looked for a time as if this meas- 
ure.was to be temporarily saved from 
the table for lack of a quorum to vote 
on it. Three times Speaker Holder put 
the motion to table and three times no 
quorum voted. Then the speaker or- 
dered the roll called on the metion and 
after .assembling the absent members 
from the corridors and other places 
about the capitol the bill was tabled 
by the vote of 74 ta 49. 

Next ip order for the table was the 
bill by Mr. Edwards, which provided 
that supreme court justices,Sjudges of 
the court of appeals and judges and 
solicitors of the superior courts shall 
be appointed by the governor with the 
advice and consent of the senate. in- 
stead, of being elected by the people. 
It as tabled, 

Mr. Smith, of Gilmer, moved that the 
house reconsider its action in defeat- 
ing the bill previding for the estab- 
lishing of a city court of Gilmer coun- 
ty, and the motion was carried by the 
vote of 77 to 24.

Several general bilig, to whieh there 
was little objeetion, were passed by 
the house of representatives at the aft- 
ernoon session yesterday. 

The first bills set for consideration 
were the bills invelving amendments 
to the constitution, but when -a test 
vote was taken on the first measure 
ef this character and it wag found that 
there were not enough members pres- 
ent to secure the necessary 123 votes, 
action on the constitutional amend- 
ments was postponed until Tuesday 
morning by unmanimaus consent of the 
houge. 

The only constitutional amendment 
to be considered was that by Mr. Hall, 
of Bibb, which previded the manner of 
Succession to the gubernatorial office 
in case of the death of the governor 
between the sessions of two general ag- 
semblies. 

All Amendments Postponed. 

The measure provided that in sueh 
case the secretary of state should suc- 
ceed the governer and that if for any 
reason he could not serve, then the 
eomptreller general should succeed 
him. When it was found that the bill 
would: be defeated for lack of enough 
members to give it the necessary ma- 
jority of 12%, this bill and all other 
constitutional amendments were post- 
poned. 

The house passed the bill by Mr: 
Middiebroeks, ef Newton, making bind- 
ing a note or promise to pay of a 
minor who secures a loan from the 
loan fund ef any educational institu- 
tion in the state. The bill was amend- 
@d so that the note should be binding 
if given with the consent of the par- 
ent or legal guardian. 

By the vote of 107 tq@ 1 the houge 
passed the bill by Mr. ‘Hardman, of

Jackson, making the chairman of the. 


board of trustees of the State @ollege 
of Agrieulture at Athens ex-officio 
member of the board of trustees of th» 
state university. 

It also passed.the bill by Messrs.

ing election. 

Scheo] Tax Hill Passed. 

The bill by Messrs. McMichael, of 
Marion, and Barrett, ef Stephens. was 
passed, authorizing municipalities to 
have elections for the purpose of de- 
ciding the question of whether or not 
a tax shall be levied for local schoo! 
purposes. 

The passage of this bill was. made 


necessary by the recent decision of 


the supreme court in the ease of the 
city of Loganville, when an election 
for this purpose was held invalid on 
the ground that the legislature grant- 
ed authority for the election ‘under 
the general law’’ when there was no 
general law on the subject. 

Other billg passed by the house were 
as follows: 

By Mr. Upshaw of Douglas—To pro- 
vide for the creation and operation 
of local tax district schoels and for 
other purposes. 

By Senator Thompson—To authorize 
the chairman of the ‘board of trustees

On 
the 8th he likely will be remanded 
again until the 15th, and the (first 
available vessel for England will not 
depart until three days later. 

By that time Detective Mitchell, from 
Scotland Yard, will have arrived, bring- 
ing a forma] application for extradi- 
tion, although this application prob- 
ably will not be necessary in view of 
the aceused man’s declaration that he 
will. raise no obstacles to check his 
return. , 

Sergeant Mitchell will aid Inspector 
Dew in taking the prisoners back for 
trial.
